For it is the ſelf:[ame Righ- 
teouſneſs, under the juſt proſecuting Sentence and Charge whereof the Damned 
lie, in which it u that the Elett ſtand juſtify'd before God, Thus the {ame 
Defrin preached by the ſame Apoſtles, became the Savour of Life, unto ſome, 
and the Sawour of Death unto Death, wunto others, 2 Cor.

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N all Buildings, the Foundation is to be firſt ſecured ; for where that is laid efett- 
tially and entirely in an Error, it is abſolutely impoſſible ro be trace unto it 1n an 
erected Fabrick upon the ſame, withour a continued Superfirufure of Errors, Men- 
dacium mendaciis tegit, nd perfluat; for as Truth cannot be retained, and detended 
bur by Truth, there being an inſeparable connexion berween tha of the loweſt, and 
higheſt Degree and Station chereof in the Church of God, as there was of every Nailatid 
Thred of a Fringe in the Tabernacle, to the Prieſt, Altar, and Sacrifice ; ſo neither can 
Error be juſtiy m2mcained, and genuintly pleaded for, but by a conftint Enumeration of 
Errors, ( thoſe \eing a decoram and order, even in Romances, and Play Books, a5 well as 
other things.)

as arifing either from their Darkneſs, and conſequently invincivle miſtakes, in apprehend- 
ing one another, rheir p<culiar mode of exprefling rhemſcl ves, or their riming of each par- 
ticular Truth, in afſigning unto it irs proper and more individaal ſtation, order, uſe, and

The matt: r and rruth in Controverfie, having been by others ſo juſtly and fully Rated aud 
defended, we way be the more brief with this our blank Author, eſpecially, coufidering 
how weak, as well as falfe, his Artemprs are againſt the ſame, 

His confidenrand orave Trumpeter tells us in the Preface, That the wrath of Man works not 
the Righteouſneſs of God, much leſs I am ſure doth our Author's lurking, and yer open Po» 
liticks, with rhcir falſe Reſerves, contribute in the leaſt co the Manifeſtation of the ſame, 
wherewith kis Pamphler is ſufficiencly ſluffed 3, for as Wrath js tlc reſultive Operation of 
Arger, wich Anger is a Paſſion, created in the Soul by God himſelf, and drawn forth into its 
proper exerciſe by him into that which the Scripture calls Zeal for his Glory; fo alſo is Politt 
ciſm in Man, a meer exurgency from that reaſonirg faculty within him, by which he is diſtin- 
guiſhed 2s well as by orhers of his Quzlifications from the Beaſts chat periſh; but all theſ- 
are diſctiminatively adjudged as to their finful or graciovs poſition, frame, or operation, ac 
they co-work with, or fer, or againſt re Righteouſneſs of God, and that as to their principles 
and ends, the very Text our Prefacer produces, ſufficiently Demonſtratcs the func. 1 Sams 
2-23+ (Fc. 1 Kin. 18,27. 2 Kin. 3. 13, 14+ Ch. 1.10. Luk, g. 54,55, Judg. 5.23. Eph. 4 
2%. Ab equis, ad aſinos. . 

Our Author in his firſt, and part of the ſecond page, highly commends (after a little vent of 
his Gall) Dr. Criſp's Serm»ns, and that for ſome certain uſes and ends that he 1s pleaſed ro 
aſſign unto them : Thar he exaits Free-Grace, Chriſt's Righte:uine(s, his Paths, in expref- 
ſing the aſtoniſhing love of Jeſus, and thar in the Redemption of Mankind, how Mercy and 
Truth, Rigktecuſneſs and Peace met, and kifſed each otl:er in him, that Juſtice and Goodneſs 
had their equal diſcovery in his ſa: i:faQion, and how that he deprefles good Works at:d holy 
Duties, (but obſerve how he takes him, p. 2- as to ſatisfying God's Juſtice, or meciting any 
chiug for us. Here che hooks lies) from being ingredieats of Fuſtification, and ſo on. I doubr 
this word irgredients will prove but a very natty one. by then we have compared it with his 
ren Charges againſt the Dottor ; but for all chis we muſt endeavour as inoffenſiv-ly and ho- 
neſily as we can toreſcue him our of his Hauds, for I never jiked ovem /upo committere, or 
Agninis laHibus canem alligare, ſince we ſee our Author harh no ſooner got 1'i;n into his clur- 
ches, by his fawning reſerved acknowledgments, bur like the Lyon 1n the Fable, tears him 
ro pieces.

« (mark that word) excinde an inherent Righteouſne(s of our own , comp. p. 3. ** Though

« that he is not againſt che Law of Righceouſneſs and Holineſs ; that he js no diſcobrager

3- bur Nobas to the ends 
for which our Author and his Feſuitical Fraternity would have chem. promiſcuouſly jumbled 
rogether; does the Scripture joyn them,and in no other a Senſe dotli the Do&zr ſeparate them. 

3- HIS (olemn Appeal unto the Searcher of Hearts, before he enters upon this his allowed, 
deliberate, and ſtudied falſe Dealings with the DoFor, of his Innocence in the ſame, I could 
rell him of the like Atremprt of another, with whom God hath met jn the very Language of 
his Imprecation.

and ſomewhat obſcurely for the preſent, by thele (to ſay, the beſt of them?) Semy-jufticia- 
ries, Rom. 9. 31, 32. his Hallelujahs in Heaven, as genuinly ſpringing from ſuch a roor, 
would be but meer Hypocrifie, ſufficiently ſeaſoned with a Proud, Pharifaical, and vain-glo.
